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Qty Council Extends One-Ways 


NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — 
Commissioner Orval Gear- 
hart wants to explain to his 
constituency why he is absent 
at 50 per cent of the city 
council session. 


And, 
in the meantime, he is 


about to suggest that the council 
meet but twice a month, which is 
all that is required by state law, 
but which is contrary to city ordi- 
nance which sets every Tuesday 
as council meeting. 


But first, Gearhart explains, he 


is absent from city sessions 
every other Tuesday because of 
an Air Force commitment made 
before he ran for the city coun- 
cil. At the outside of his coun- 
cil term in April, everything was 
fine because ttie Reserve unit 
met on Wednesday. Now it baa 
been shifted to Tuesday. accord- 
Ing to Gearhart,' and he Is re- 
quired to attend or be forced to 
resign and lose his seniority. 


He made a public explanation 


at iMt night's city .council meet- 
ing and called attention to the 
State law governing commission 
forms of government. Mayor Wil- 
liam Slothower'» reply'was to the 
effect that Dixon city councils have 
met every week, for the past -40 
years, Implying, of course, that it 
want't about to change The system. 


Actually, of course, commis- 


»icnei* can miss every meeting. 
There to, BO ordinance that re- 
quire* attendance at all. .But 
when Gearhart'* name appeared 
(in a news story) among those 
absent, he says that aonte of hta 
constituents chided him about it. 


Gearhart says that now he will 


press for a clarification of the law. 
or ordinance, establishing meeting 
night*. If two-meetings a month 
are all that is required, he's for 
that. He maintains that if the 
*tate law is correct, the other .two 
meetings ar* superfluous, and, in 
fact, any action taken at them, 
might be illegal. 


The street commissioner sug- 


gested today that if the city coun- 
cil met more than twice a month, 
it would be required to call "spe- 
cial" meetings in order to make 
ordinances enacted at them legal. 


Gearhart's contention injects 


an interesting point and certain- 
ly needs clarification by the city 
attorney or by the attorney gen- 
eral. 


Gearhart also indicated today 


that as an alternative, he might 
suggest to the council that it meet 
on some other night of the week 
—or perhaps in morning sessions 
—so that he might attend. He said 
that he's anxious to attend..

Aside from the law and regula- 


tions, it would seem that a coun- 
cilman has a civic obligation to 
attend all meetings, regular or 
special, of the council. In Com- 
missioner Gearhart's case, his 
reasons for absence are quite le- 
gitimate and he should be com- 
mended for making a public ex- 
planation. 


Telegraph reporters occasionally 


report the presence or absence of 
councilmen when that appears to 
b* pertinent to the council story. 


However, in the future, our 


reporters will be instructed to 
keep an attendance record on 
city council sessions. It's » mat- 
ter that we may have overlooked 
and an item that the taxpayer* 
may want to know.

Byrd Challenges 
Foreign Spending 


Says Denmark^ Britain 
Use Funds to Cut Taxes 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON UP),-Sen. Byrd (D-Va) said today 


American foreign aid funds had been used to reduce British 
taxes and help pay off Denmark's debt. 
The Virginian 'cited these as ex- 


amples of ways he said "billions 
of dollars have been squandered 
in foreign economic aid." He de- 
manded such practices be stopped. 


Byrd's blast apparently signaled 


some strong opposition in Congress 
to the Eisenhower administration's 
plain to boost econmic aid spend- 
ing by about 200 million dollars in 
the next fiscal year beginning July 
1. 


Wants Aid Ended 


Byrd, a strong advocate of econ- 


omy in government, said in an in- 
terview he wants economic aid 
ended, but that he will go along 
with foreign military assistance at 
the level the administration. pro- 
poses—about -three billions. Under 
administration plans, economic aid 
funds next year would rise to 51,- 
900,000,000. 


"While I was in Europe this fall, 


I confirmed through the officials 
concerned that we gave Denmark 
100 million -dollars to help pay off 
her debt.;' Byrd said. 


He added that he had obtained 


from Harold E. Stassen. former 
foreign aid chief, confirmation that 
200 million dollars in economic aid 
funds had been given Britain to 
finance a tax cut before the last 
British general elections. 


Secretary o£ State Dulles dis- 


closed Tuesday that the admin- 
istration will ask Congress for 
*4.900.000.000 in foreign aid appro- 
priations for next rear. Byrd said 
he will oppose any part of this 
which is designed to build up a re- 
serve fund for foreign aid spending 
in years ahead. 


Dulles said actual foreign aid 


outlays an the new fiscal year will 
ran about 200 million dollars above 


the present annual level of about 
$4,200.000.000. 


Half-Billion To Reserve 


Thus if Congress made available 


$4,900,000,000 in new 
appropria- 


tions, 500 millions of this would go 
into the reserve fund. Byrd said 
this reserve ought to be cut down, 
not increased. 


Secretary of Defense Wilson told 


a news conference Tuesday there 
should be a ''substantial" increase 
in reserve funds for foreign mili- 
tary aid. He said these reserves 
had shrunk from a peak of S8.580.- 
000,000 on June 30, 1953, to about 
54.800.000,000 now. 


Wilson said Some military items- 


require a long time to make and 
that money should be available for 
them in advance so firm contracts 
can be let. 


Byrd said he is not raising ob- 


pection to any "reasonable" ex- 
penditures in that field- But he 
insisted that contracts could be let 
under advance congressional au- 
thorization without actual appro- 
priation of the money until it is 
needed. 


Living Costs? Take-Home 
Pay Rise? Labor Dept Says 


WASHINGTON W—Living costs rose slightly—one-tenth of 1 per 


cent—between October and November, the Labor Department reported 
loday. The lafce-home pay of factory -workers set a new record high. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


reported that November marked 
the third consecutive month in 
•which take-home pay reached a 
new record. 


The pay, -which 3s the amount 


after taxes, wa* estimated an av- 
erage $72.85 a week lor a worker 
•with Ihree dependents and $$5.49 
for * worker with no dependents. 
Both figures were about SO cents 
higher than the previous peak reg- 
istered 5n October. 


The rise, the department saSd, 


was due io a two-cent increase in 
average hourly pay and a length- 
ening of the factory work week. 


Th« buying power of U* writer*; 


also rose to a new record high 
with the slight increase in the cost 
of living more than offset by the 
rise ;n take-home pay, the depart- 
ment said. 


No major wage contracts lied 


Jo the cost of living were affected 
this month. 


A further decline 3n food prices 


during the month was not enough 
Jo offset prices for other major 
categories of family spending, the 
announcement said.

To 


Be Largest in U.S. History 


10.2 Million 
Shares to Go 
On Sale Soon 


Details of Vast 
Empire Revealed 
For First Time 


WASHINGTON UP)— The 


Ford -Foundation will sell 
10,200,000 shares of Ford Mo- 
tor Co. stock next month, in 
the largest equity stock issue 
in history. 


A statement filed with the Se- 


curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion today disclosed a boost in the 
planned amount of .the public of- 
fering. Earlier, planning had been 
on the basis of sale of about seven 
million shares. 
^ 


The pioneer auto firm told the 


SEC its earnings in the first nine 
months of 1955 were a record- 
smashing $312,200,000. 


List Surplus 


The registration statement, bar- 


ing financial records of the 52- 
year-old company for the f i r s t 
time, listed a surplus—total, capi- 
tal and earnings retained in the 
business—of $1,840,000,000. 


The foundation evidently made 


a last-minute decision to boost the 
amount of the public offering- be- 
cause of indications of heavy mar- 
ket demand for the new common 
stock, which carries voting rights. 


Heretofore, sole voting power 


has icsided in the family and 
heirs of the late Henry Ford. The 
stock sale means a shift from 
family to public o%vnership. and 
the registration statement amounts 
to a request for federal approval 
for public sale of the stock. 


Actual filing of the statement 


with the SEC was made by Ford 
attorneys while announcement of 
the action was issued simultane- 
ously in a dozen cities. 


Here in Washington, there was 


a packed news conference at the 
National Press Club where copies 
were given to reporters when word 
was flashed that the actual filing 
had been completed. 


Ueclare Dividend 


The statement advised the SEC 


that the company's directors have 
decided to declare a dividend of 
60 cents a share in the first quar- 
ter of 1956. 


On this basis, the stock would 


pay $2.40 a year. 


The registration statement said, 


however, that later dividends will 
be considered each quarter, and 
\vill vary "subject to business con- 
ditions and the operating and fi- 
nancial position of the company." 


The earnings report for the first 


nine months of 3955 showed earn- 
ings amounting to $5.85 a share. 


The offering price of the stock 


will be reported to SEC later — 
probably just before Jan. 18. the 
probable date on which the stock 
will be placed on sale by some

17 Killed in 
Airliner Crash 
Eastern Airlines Plane 
Shattered While Landing 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. VR—An airliner crashed and burned on its 


landing run today, killing all 17 persons aboard. 


It was only a ^quarter mile from .the end of its runway ac the air- 


port when it apparently came in too low. hit the top of a tree in the 
early morning darkness and plunged to the ground. 


The Eastern Air Lines Constel- 


lation was shattered. 


Its passengers apparently never 


had time to try to escape from 
the cabin which was twisted and 
smashed, trapping all inside 


Crew Killed 


Five of the dead were crew 


members. On the plane also was 
a body of a man being shipped 
north from Miami for burial. 


Sixteen of the bodies were badly 


burned. It was' three hours after 
the 3:40 a. m. crash before firemen 
could remove them from the flam- 
ing wreckage. 


Witnesses said the plane ap- 


peared to be in no trouble as it 
started on its landing run at the 
port. 12 miles north of Jackson- 
ville. 


The last word from the pilot. 


Ca.pt. Tom McBrien. was that he 
was coming- in for a landing. 


Leroy Connell. a boilermaker.

Dixon postal authorities had good news for local

tem by May 1, 1956—if the council 
approves a franchise. 


Mayor William Slothower and 


the members of the council indi 
cated that they would cooperate 
with Humphreys and would be fa 
vorable toward such a scheme. 


The proposed franchise coulc 


not be granted until the pertinen 
facts are known, such as the pro 
posed route, fare, equipment to be 
used, etc., according- to the mayor 


If and when the franchise is 


granted, Humphreys stated that h 
would apply to the Illinois Com 
merce and Public Service Commis 
sion for a permit of convenience 
and necessity legally required for 
the operation of a public transpor 
tation system. 


He added that a request shal 


also be made for a permit to oper 
ate, during the season, busses to 
the Lov.-ell Park area and a con 
tinuous sei'vice to and from the 
Dixon State School. 


In case the franchise is grantee 


and he should fail to put the sys 
tern into operation by May 1, 1956 
he said the franchise shall become 
null and void. 


Humphreys, who was unable to 


contacted for comment, also ex 
pressed a desire in his petition to 
meet with the commissioners, or 
a committee of commissioners ap 
pointed by the mayor, to further 
discuss the proposed franchise.

between Ottawa and College Ave- 
nues and east on Second Street be- 
tween College and Ottawa Ave* 
nues.

Jordan Rioters Demand 
Pledge Against Pact 
Demonstrations Against 
West Alliance in 6th Dav

AMMAN, Jordan (B—More than 


200 demonstrators marched on the 
offices 
of Jordan's new Prime 


Minister today and demanded a 
pledge that his government would 
not sign the Baghdad Pact. 


In another part of the capital 


Arab legion troops hurled tear gas 
grenades to disperse a crowd of 
400 persons rioting against the 
Western-sponsored alliance. 


It was the sixth day of turbulent 


demonstrations in Jordan. Tuesday 
mobs attacked the U. S. consulate 
in the Jordan sector of Jerusalem 
for the second time since Saturday 
and ripped down the American 
flag. 


Mobs Roam 


For several hours mobs roamed 


the heavily guarded streets of Am- 
man today 
cheering anti-pact 


speakers and ignoring appeals to 
disperse. They demanded release 
of all 
political 
prisoners, 
free 


speech and 'a free press for elec- 
tioneering. 


The demonstrators were further 


incited by a declaraiton by Cairo 
radio Tuesday night that "The peo- 
ple of Jordan have finally defeat- 
ed the butcher of Malaya'." The 
reference was to British Gen. Sir 
Gerald Templer's eight-day mis- 
sion here to persuade Jordan to 
join the Baghdad Pact. Templer 
is a former commander and high, 
commissioner in Malaya. 


The new Prime Minister, Ibra- 


him Hashim. announced the com- 
position of his new caretaker gov- 
ernment today. Informed sources 
reported that he had already 
agreed to keep off the touchy pact 
issue. He was named by King Hus- 
sein Tuesday. 


Seek Refuge 


A U.S. Embassy spokesman said 


20 Americans, mostly students at 
the American School, of Oriental 
Research in Jerusalem, took ref- 
uge in the consulate there Tuesday 
and would be moved to the Israeli 
sector if necessary. 


The 21-year-old King asked Has- 


him, 61, and a. former premier, to 
form a caretaker government and 
prepare for parliamentary elec- 
tions within four months in this 
country torn by violence. 


The King issued a. proclamation 


indicating the vote would accept 
or reject the Baghdad Pact. 


The King dissolved Parliament 


and ordered the new elections ear- 
lier this week after the riotings 
broke out. Hazza. El Majali re- 
signed as premier, causing the sec- 
ond government change over the 
issue in leas than a week; 


British Offer Arms 


Britain has offered to supply 


Jordan with new heavy arms and 
jet fighter planes provided the'gov- 
ernment adheres to the pact. Pres- 
ent members of the Baghdad alli- 
ance, formed as a defense group- 
ing against possible Communist 
aggression in the Middle East, are 
Britain, Turkey, Iran, Iraq, and 
Pakistan. The United States also 
is linked with the pact, which is 
denounced by Russia. 


The British proposal 
aroused 


widespread suspicion that it was 
the first step toward forcing Jor- 
dan to abandon her cause against 
Israel. Riots mushroomed in Jor- 
dan cities, from Amman to the old 
city of Jerusalem. 


Foreign diplomats estimated at 


least 10 persons have been killed 
and more than 100 wounded. ' 


In the Jordan-held sector of Jeru- 


salem Tuesday a mob stormed the 
U. S. consulate, smashing windows 
and tearing down the American 
flag before the government's Arab 
legion troops drove the rioters off. 
No Americans were reported in- 
jured but several U. S. mission- 
aries and their families fled to the 
Israel sector of Jerusalem from 
Hebron, Hablus and Jericho.

A World Honors List 


Author John Steinbeck has come up with an interesting 


.idea 
He believes the world ought to establish a kind of 


Honors List to which men and women of real distinction in 


.. all fields of endeeavor could be named. 


As Steinbeck observes in an article in the Saturday Re- 


' view, people naturally crave recognition for their labors. But 
' in this complex time the path to it is confused. 


In America, the award that most sets a man apart from 


others is a military one—the Congressional Medal of Honor. 


On the world level, only the Nobel prizes reward the 


"highest achievements in science, art and literature. But 
these awards honor too few, leaving unrecognized hundreds 


" of individuals the wprld over who have made a significant 
mark upon the life of this age. 
» • • 


These people would seem to be entitled to enter a new 


sort of nobility—founded not upon blood or wealth but upon 
the pre-eminent distinction, service to mankind. 


Here's what Steinbeck proposes: 
"That men or women who have contributed to the general 


welfare be ennobled for the duration of their lives. 


"Men like Dr. Einstein, Dr. Salk. Gen. George C. Mar- 


shall, perhaps Bernard Baruch—perhaps a poet or a painter 
whose work had leaped national boundaries, an engineer 
whose building had brough water to deserts, a biochemist 
who has won a war against the virus enemy—these are the 
men I would ennoble, not only as a reward for sen-ice rend- 
ered, but as a goal for others to shoot at, as an enticement 
to effort for the world's good." 
* • • 


Steinbeck suggests that a yearly Honors List might be 


submitted to the UN general assembly, where a unanimqus 
vote would be required to elevate a candidate to the society 
of distinguished world citizens. 


He would invest the members of this honor group with 


a species of true world citizenship, freeing them and their 
belongings of all travel restrictions, immigration require- 
ments, and the like. 


The practicality of this notion in this century of suspi- 


cion may be open to question. There can be little quarrel 
with Steinbeck's fundamental thought. 


Anyone worth his salt in this world wants and deserves 


recognition. How a "Society of Distinguished Men" should 


. be organized is not important. What is vital is that the serv- 
ants of mankind enjoy fitting reward for their work while 
they are alive to appreciate it. Too much recognition is saved 
for obituaries, tombstones, and the history books.

Proper Ultraviolet Lamp 
Can Produce Vitamin D 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, 


Each year when winter rolls 


around -a number of inquirers ask 
about the value, possible hazards 
and other qualities of so-called sun- 
lamps. I say "so-called." because 
the best name for these manufac- 
tured devices are ultraviolet 
lamps; they do not supply all of 
the rays coming from the sun but 
only some of them. 


Understanding of these lamps is 


important because millions of peo- 
ple, no doubt, use them at seasons 
when they are able to get little 
sunlight or none at all. Probably 
thousands buy new ones every 
year. 


THERE ARE DEFEVITE simi- 


larities between ultraviolet rays 
produced by these lamps and those 
emitted by the sun. Both, when 
they reach the skin, result in the 
production oft vitamin D which is 
extremely important in the forma- 
tion of bone and in other activities 
of the body. 


I might add that some appear to 


use these lamps for cosmetic rea- 
sons. They like to look brown and 
tanned as if they had spent a va- 
cation in Florida or California

Ultraviolet rays may be-used in 


the treatment of rickets and are 
even more useful in the prevention 
of thai disorder. Certain foods can 
be treated with ultraviolet rays 
also and this will add vitamin D 
to them which in turn provides this 
necessarv substance. 


ULTRAVIOLET RATS have uses 


in a number of other diseases in- 
cluding certain disorders of the 
skin. In some of these it seems to 
produce benefit, while in others un- 
desirable effects are encountered. 
In the presence of true disease, 
therefore, it is not wise to employ 
an ultraviolet lamp except under 
the advice of a physician. 


When used on the normal human 


skin, ultraviolet lamps will pro- 
duce changes much like those of 
the sun. A burn of the skin with 
redness looking just like an ordi- 
nary sunburn will occur if the *kin 
is exposed too long. This can be 
dangerous just as sunburn some- 
times is. 


THE RATS ARE particularly 


hazardous to the eyes as the sensi- 
tive nerve tissues lying in the back 
of the eye can b« seriously and 
permanently damaged. Jfo one, 
therefore, should look into an ultra- 
violet lamp any more than they 
would look into the sun. 


If given in small doses at proper 


intervals, ultraviolet rays will 
cause tanning of the skin (in those 
who tan at all) in much the same 
way that sunlight does. If the 
danger of overexposure is avoided 
this tanning often aids the appear- 
ance as well as stimulating vita- 
min D formation.

way traffic is simply one item to- 
ward the solution. 


Potts explained. "I am certainly 


not against progress but I think 
we should take the town as an in- 
dividual rather than comparing it 
with other cities." 


He added. "Motorists have no 


alternative when crossing the Rock 
River. Southbound autos must take 
the Peona Avenue 
bridge and 


northbound motorists must cross 
the Galena Avenue bridge." 


The Mayor replied, "i under- 


stand one-way streets are working 
in Elgin and Aurora and they have 
only two bridges downtown." 


L. J. 
Welch, commissioner of 


public property, said, "I feel we 
should try to make the one-way 
system work." He proposed a plan 
to try the extension for a few 
weeks then go back to the present 
routing. 


Orval Gearhart, commissioner of 


streets, injected. "If we are going 
to take the medicine, let's take it

Dr. J. B. Werren. city health of- 


ficer, said he believed that the 
one-way streets -would cause se- 
rious accidents if they were con- 
tinued. 


Kincaid, in a letter to the coun- 


cilmen, also recommended that 
Lincoln .Way should be westbound 
one-way from Galena Avenue to 
Everett Street. Everett Street be 
one-way for eastbound traffic from 
Lincoln Way to Peoria Avenue and 
that Boyd Street should be one-way 
for westbound traffic between Ga- 
lena and Peoria Avenues. 


He also recommended that Lin- 


coln Statue Drive should remain 
one-way eastbound between Peoria 
and Galena A\-enues and that traf- 
fic signal controls be Installed at 
the intersection of Peoria Avenue 
and Everett Street. 


Gives Reasons 


Kincaid's reasons for the recom- 


mended extension of one-ways on 
the north side of the Rock river: 


T-"VVith Lincoln Way made one- 


way westbound, traffic bound for 
Swissville or through traffic west- 
bound on Alt. Rt. 30 will be forced 
to use Lincoln Way. Thus, a given 
number of vehicles will be elimi- 
nated from 
the intersection 
of 


Everett Street and Peoria Avenue. 
\vhere the 'back-up' of vehicles has 
occurred. 


—"Conversion from two-way to 


one-way movement can best be ac- 
complished and with the least traf- 
fic conflict at .the 'Y' intersection 
of Everett Street and Lincoln Way. 
which this plan would bring about. 


—"The proposed one-way move- 


ment on Boyd Street will provide 
separate lanes for traffic with des- 
tination at the high school and for 
other local-and through traffic. 


—"Traffic eastbound along Ev- 


erett Street can turn onto Peoria 
Avenue and have ample opportu- 
nity and space to 'filter' into the 
proper lanes for right or left turns, 
or for continuation. south on Pe- 
oria Avenue. 


Kincaid stressed that a one-way 


street system, no matter how \vell- 
planned. can only be perfected aft- 
er the system is placed in operation 
and the driving public is educated 
to its use — and particular points 
of congestion are re-studied and 
corrected. 


He also offered this advicfc on 


one-way streets: 


—The system should be of suf- 


ficient length so that traffic has 
ample opportunity to "thin-out" 
before approaching the point of 
conversion back to two-way traffic 
movement, 


—Through traffic should be dir- 


ected to state highways so that the 
least possible interference is en- 
countered with local traffic. 


— Automatic signal control must 


be installed ai several intersections 
as an integral part of tne system. 


—Existing traffic signal controls

Rural Ogle 
Shows 2 Sides of Coin 
In Direct Crop Subsidy 
Boosts Sagging Economy? 
But It Has Disadvantages

OREGON — (Special) — The 


strength of an individual is limited 
by his knowledge of a subject. Cer- 
tainly this applies to our national 
farm program as many of us are 
critical, and yet we have failed to 
consider all sides of the various 
solutions. 


I am reminded of a comment 


made by J. Carroll Bottum of the 
agriculture economics department, 


Purdue Universi- 
ty, while discuss- 
ing the farm pro- 
gram at a recent 
Farm B u r e a u 
Federation 
a n - 


nual meeting. He 
stated that if one 
were to visit a 
doctor he would 
probably be told 
to take a bottle 
of medicine, to 
G*or«» D. feritbo 
diet, or to change his mental atti- 
tude. It would be simple enough 
if all our problems could be solved 
merely by a bottle of little red 
pills, perhaps. sugar coated, but 
apparently some things are more 
deep-seated and cannot be con- 
trolled so easily. American agri- 
culture is geared to produce 5 to 
6 per cent more products than are 
being consumed, however, our pro- 
duction is slightly less than the 
overall consumption. 


According to the outlook lor 


1956, farm products cannot be ex- 
pected to change much from their 
present level: therefore, we will 
have a continuation of the pres- 
ent price-cost squeeze. And again, 
a« Bottom said, there are other 
squeezes we like, better. But 
what can we do about it. 
We may go back to horses for 


farming and-use up some of this 
excess food we are now producing. 
Horses would require more labor, 
thereby increasing the number of 
man hours. We have already no- 
ticed that with a decrease in the 
number of man hours for produc- 
tion, people spend more money on 
luxury 
items. 
Another 
solution 


would be to close up our experi- 
mental stations as they are forever 
giving us information on improving 
our production and of course, some 
new research-material does come 
out on marketing and possibilities 
of new uses -' for the products we 
are now producing. We may dump 
our surplus "in the ocean.- or bring 
back the "plump girl" to eat up 
these surplus products. The doc- 
tors say the skinny girl will live 
four years longer, therefore, it is 
debatable which will eat the most 
food. 


That's enough on our situation 


today. I think everyone wilJ agree 
we still have a problem and what

La»t week we were discussing 


the "big inch" pipe line which 
would carry direct income pay- 
ments to the producer to compen- 
sate him for the difference between 
the free market price and support 
price. 


The first advantage of the direct 


payment method of handling our 
farm program is that the govern- 
ment supports income. The second 
advantage is the quantity con- 
sumed, both at home and abroad, 
could be increased. This could re- 
sult in higher incomes for farmers 
and there would be no burdensome 
surplus. The market could always 
be cleared at the supply-and-de- 
mand price. There would be less 
need for production controls than 
with a storage program. Efficiency 
would be increased if a farmer who 
was efficient and producing a high 
quality product which sold on the 
market for a premium would get 
the same subsidy as the one whose 
product was of inferior quality and 
sold for less money. The efficient 
farmers total price would be great- 
er. 


Direct payments could boost a 


sagging economy in two wayi — 
increase the total money supply In 


depression mid put purchasing 


iwwer in the hnrnls of farmers. All 
farmers would benefit in propor- 
tion to their volume and efficiency. 
The cost could be determined lor 
each item and compared with re- 
sults to aid in planning future farm 
programs. 


The*? are the adviiiitajjes — 


there are al.to wveral ^advan- 
tage* tfl this type of program. 
The main disadvantage is that 


compensatory payments have never 
been politically acceptable either 
to farmers or Congress. The natur* 
of direct payments makes it too 
obviously a subsidy, whereas tha 
loan and purchase program is par- 
tially and indirectly obscured. Con- 
gressmen hesitate because of th« 
huge costs that might result from 
the direct payment method. Sines 
under this plan all products would 
be supported, although this would 
depend upon level of support. 


Next week I will discuss a few 


more disadvantages to the direct 
payment method of handling our 
Farm Program.

Of-events which transpired at the first Christmas Luke writes: 


"Mary kept all these things, pondering them in her heart." What things? 
Among them surely was the straw in which she lay. as the child was 
born, and the manger which served as bassinet. Did Mary feel that the 
animals were kinder than the people? The innkeeper had no room, but 
'the cattle did not oust her child from their feeding-trough. 


And then there were the premonitions about her boy. He was "to 


•ave his people from their sins." But was this what his people really 
wanted? Would they not like it better if he led a revolution and helped 
them throw off the Roman tyranny? How oppressive it was to know that 
40 per cent of each family's income was drained away by Rome! And 
would people welcome God's forgiveness? "There was no place for them 
in the inn." 
Would there be any place for Him in the world? Did the 


setting -sun on 'that first Christmas day seem to cause the shadow of a 
cross to fall upon the manger? 


Simeon, who had waited long for God's deliverance, knew that now 


his eyes-had looked upon Messiah: 


"Behold this child it set for the fill and 


rising of many in Israel." 


But what would it do to a mother's heart 'to know that her boy had 


caused the overthrow of many of the great ones of earth? Was this 
what Simeon meant when he added:

These things Mary pondered. They shadowed but did not blot out

42 Petition President to 
Give Reds Yule Amnesty 


NEW YORK. W—Forty-two per- 


sons, including Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, have petitioned Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to grant a 
"Christmas amnesty" to Commu- 
nist party leaders jailed under the 
Bmith Act. 


The petition stressed that the 


«gner« were "in fundamental dis- 
argeement with the philosophy of 
the Communist party and with es- 
sential elements of its program." 
It added- that the motive for their 
appeal was "their attachment to 
the democratic way of life." 


The petition, made public Tues- 


day asked that sentences of 16 
jailed Communists be commuted 
to time already served. They were 
*«nt to prison after being convict- 
ed of teaching or advocating forci- 
ble overthrow of the government. 


The petition said the trials 


"were carried through in a period 
of the 'cold war' and in an atmos- 
phere often marked by hysteria." 


It also sought postponement of 


more than 100 similar cases now 
pending- or under appeal. 


A spokesman for the Communist 


party expressed surprise and 
pleasure when told of the petition, 
which was mailed to Eisenhower 
Monday.

Eden Shuffles 
His Government 
Seen as Answer to 
British Labor Critics

Eden announced a wholesale re- 
shuffle of his government today 
but British newspapers gave the 
changes a mixed reception. 


Eden put seven cabinet portfo- 


lios into new hands, raised one 
department to cabinet rank and 
dropped another from the inner 
fold. 


Nine of Sir Anthony's inmost of- 


cial family stayed where they 
were and actually only three new 
men joined the cabinet. Even 
some Conservative papers express- 
ed doubts and Laborltes—naturally 
—jeered at what they interpreted 
as a game of political chairs. 


These were the most important 


changes: 


1. Richard A. "Rab" Butle&went 


from chancellor of the exchequer 
to government leader of the. House 
of Commons. In effect he becomes 
deputy prime minister, the post for 
which he has been slated ever 
since 
the general election last 


May. 


2. Foreign Minister Harold Mac 


millan succeeded Butler at the 
treasury.

, 
. 


3. Defense Minister Selwyn Lloyd 


takes over, the foreign office from 
Macmillan, and Sir Walter Monck- 
ton—who has been Labor minister 
—succeeded Lloyd in the Defense 
post. 


4. The W o r k s Ministry was 


raised to cabinet status and Pat- 
rick Buchan-Hepbum, chief Con- 
servative floor leader in Commons, 
was named minister to replace 
Nigel Birch. The Ministry of Pen- 
sions was dropped from the cabi- 
net. 


Those removed from the cabi- 


net—generally 
men 
above 60— 


either went to the House of Lords 
or to higher titles if they already 
had peerages. 


The shakeup was Eden's answer 


to increasingly shrill criticism- 
spearheaded by the Labor opposi- 
tion—of inflation on the home front 
and failure to cope with stepped- 
up Communist pressure abroad. 


In addition to Butler, Macmillan, 


Lloyd and Monckton, the new cabi- 
net appointments were Iain Mac- 
Leod, former health minister, a 
sub-cabinet post, who was raised 
to Labor minister, and the Earl 
of Selkirk, who replaced Viscount 


Woolton—72-year-old former head 
of the Conservative party organiza- 
tion—in the catch-all post of Chan- 
cellor .of the Ducky of Lancaster.

before convicting Irvin of murdei 
in the slaying of Wesley- W. Kerr 
29, an Evansville, Ind., service 
station operator, in a robbery Dec 
23, 1954. Sentence was delayed by 
Judge A. Dale Eby pending filing 
of appeals by defense attorneys. 


Irvin maintained outward calrr 


when the verdict was read. His 
only gesture was to reach over 
and pat the hands of his mother 
Mrs,' Alice Irvin of Evansville 
who broke into violent sobbing.

Billion To Go 
For Missiles 


Money ior Atomic Surface 
Ship Also in Arms Budget 


WASHINGTON W—The Penta- 


gon, proposing a big boost in its 
budget next year, contemplates 
spending a billion dollars for guid- 
ed missile development. 


Secretary of Defense Wilson told 


a news conference Tuesday the 
military will ask Congress to ap- 
prove a billlon-odllar increase in 
defense spending over the 3414 bil- 
lions currently estimated for the 
present year. The Pentagon pro- 
poses also that Congress increase 
by almost two billion dollars the 
amount of money appropriated for 
defense over the 33 billions asked 
for the current year. About a bil- 
lion dollars of this would go into 
the pipeline to pay for weapons 
to be bought in later years. 


Among other new items to ap- 


pear in Wilson's budget recom- 
mendations will be money to begin 
building the first surface ship to 
be driven by atomic power. 
This 


Navy warship, Wilson indicated, 
probably will be of cruiser size 
and incorporate the newest of arm- 
aments, such as guided missiles. 


"Not Quite Ready" 


Wilson remarked that he was 


"not quite ready" to discuss the 
over-all organization of the armed 
forces in guided missile develop- 
ment and production. 


But he did provide a more defi- 


nite index of what he previously 
had described as a substantial ex- 
pansion in the missile field. 


The plan is for the Defense De- 


partment to spend about one-third 
more next year on guided missiles 
than in the present year. 
The 


estimate for such spending this 
year is about 750 million dollars, 
Wilson said the shift in emphasis 
is from conventional weapons to 
"things we would like to have."
